TUMANOV stated that later he 
corresponded with ORLOV, the publisher, for additional 
copies of the publication, He stated that although ORLOV 
has made numerous requests of him for funds to sustain 
the publication, he, TUMANOV, has never contributed.

A Confidential Informant, on March 7, 1958, advised 
that the Russian American Club (RAC) is located at 1150 North 4th 
Street, Philadelphia, Pa. The club's membership is broken down 
into two groups, namely, the active members who actually govern 
the operation of the club, and the social members who have access 
to the club only for social reasons. He stated that some of the. 
active members of the RAC follow the CP line. TheSe active mem- 
bers deem it desirable when considering an applicant for active 
membership that he be known to follow the CP line, but this is 
no longer a requisite for membership. 

The social members of the RAC, as a general rule, 
join this club to enable them to get alcoholic refreshments, partic- 


ularly on Sundays when the taverns in Pennsylvania are closed. 
They have no voice in the operation, policy or affairs of the RAC. 


The officers of the RAC desire an increase in the 
social membership because a larger number of people frequenting 
the bar facilities increases the club's revenue. Informant pointed 
out that the club is in poor financial straits, which necessitates 
this action. He revealed that there are approximately fifty active 
members and 600 social club members.

- On August 18, 1955, a Confidential Informant stated 
that "Russky Golos" is a Russian language daily newspaper, which 
has constantly followed the Communist Party line and supports 
the same issues as the CPUSA.
